An ordinance was passed which 
authorizes

with the Warren Borough Sanitary 
Authority. This involves the de­ 
tails of the annual payments and 
the responsibilities of the author­ 
ity, the trustee, which is the War­ 
ren National Bank, and the borough. 
A sewer revenue fund will be 
created to which die rental money 
will go, and from which the sem i- 
I annual payments will be made. From 
this fund the borough also can pay 
other expenses of the sewer system. 
Named as consulting engineers 
for the system are the Chester En­ 
gineers. Accountants are Swanson, 
Glass, and Coates. 


Council 
approved a resolution 
which authorizes boro officials to 
execute an agreement with the War­ 
ren Water Company for billing and 
collecting the sewer rentals. The 
cost of this will be $1.83 per cus­ 
tomer, annually. With about 4,200 
customers, the cost will run around 
$7,700 a year. 
For this the water company will 
read meters, compute the bills, 
mail them, make the collections, 
and turn the funds over to the 
borough daily. 


Bonds for financing the project 
lave been sold. The last of them 
run out in 1997, though there is 
ittle doubt that they will be re­ 
tired long before that date. The 
average interest cost is about 4.7.; 
However, this will be reduced by 
early retirement of many issues. 
The policy of initiating sewage! 
rentals before the project is started 
will be a saving to the community. 
This money reduces the amount of 
the bonds required. If such a rental, 
had been started years ago, the cost 
of the plant would be very small. 


Though the state pays about 1.8 
per cent of the total cost in annual 
payments, this is not budgeted in 
advance. This will amount to about 
$20,000 a year, and will go into the 
sewer revenue fund. It could be used 
to reduce the sewage rental rate, to 
retire bonds, or help maintain and 
operate the plant. The amount is not 
budgeted because it may not always 
be available, and many times it is 
in arriving when the state 
runs out of funds. 
The actual cost of the plant and] 
system is $1,375,000. 
Warren is 
borrowing $1,125,000, and the state 
pays two per cent of this amount 
annually. The lower figure is pos­ 
sible through the receipt of $250,

Hottest Thing in Show Business

The Frank Sinatra show on ABC- 
TV (9 p.m. EDT Fridays) opened: 
with a tight shot of Sinatra’s right 
hand snapping his fingers to a heavy- 
beat. The song was ! 
‘Lonesome Road’ j 
and a long road 
it’s 
been 
since i 
Sinatra's 
o t h e r 
TV show in 1952. 
on CBS-TV, oppo­ 
site Milton Berle, 
which had virtual­ 
ly no listeners and 
was altogether a 
disaster. 
Since 
t hen, a 
period which co­ 
incided with the very bottom of his 
career in every respect, Sinatra 
has bounced back to become the 
hottest thing in show business and 
for a very good reason. He is one 
hell of a performer and his first 
TV show was a triumph in almost’ 
all departments. The first number, 
for instance, started with the snap­ 
ping fingers and a melody picked out 
on one finger. Then the orchestra­ 
tion built and built, brasses and 
violins pounding the beat into you, 
Sinatra’s voice riding the waves 
of sound as lightly and surely as a 
bubble. Then the orchestration di­ 
minished and receded and ended on 
that one-finger piano accompani­ 
ment where it started. 


* * * 
It was a tremendous opening and 
one which Sinatra has wisely tried 
out in a lot of nightclubs before 
bringing it to the big time. Sinatra 
is a singer of songs and a person­ 
ality, and the first seven minutes of 
his show were devoted to exhibiting 
the personality and singing some 
songs. There were brief, witty, al­ 
most wordless introductions of his 
guests—Bob Hope, Kim Novak and 
Peggy Lee. Then Sinatra went di­ 
rectly into “ I Get a Kick Out of 
You,” framed against a light and a 
square, which looked like one of the 
covers of his albums. Not even the 
scenery was allowed to interfere 
with the personality and the song. 
The interesting thing about this 
is that it is the sort of approach 
television had on a lot of shows ten 
years ago when TV had no money 
for scenery and chorus lines and the 
rest of the razz-me-jazz that has 
cluttered it up since. Even the light­ 
ing—simply 
outlining 
the 
s t a r 
against a lot of blackness—was a 
throwback to the Neanderthal days 
of TV, back when a good deal was 
being written about its intimacy as 
an art form. We've come full circle.

Bill Morrow who wrote most of the 
old Bing Crosby radio shows and is 
a master of the casual style which 
suits both singers so well. Casual­ 
ness was the key throughout. For 
instance, Bob Hope andSinatra sim­ 
ply stood there swapping jokes and 
pretty good jokes. "Isn’t it great 
to step out in front of millions of 
people knowing that deep down in 
your heart you’re insecure.” Or: 
"I can’t wait to see you die in 
living 
color” —which 
from 
Mr. 
Hope, an NBC property, amounts to 
blasphemy. 


Then Peggy Lee, another old pro, 
stepped out and sang a couple of 
songs, one of which, "He’s My 
Guy,” got a little tedious. Sinatra 
even 
chanted a commercial for 
Chesterfield which, unless my ears 
were playing me tricks, went some­ 
thing like: "Handle it tenderly as you 
would a child till it gets good and 
mild,” a sort of Carl Sandburg 
touch to tobacco advertising that 
was fairly horrifying. 


His next guest, Kim Novak, was 
supposed to be a real special treat 
for us all and this was billed as her 
first TV appearance. (Which it was­ 
n’t. She was on the big spectacular 
for the electric companies a year 
or so ago.) Miss Novak nibbled 
away at Mr. Sinatra while he tried 
to sing a song and looked at him 
soulfully which the best thing and 
virtually the only thing she does in 
the acting line. 


Later she was the cynosure of a 
little sketch with Mr. Hope and Mr. 
Sinatra doing diehard work and Miss 
Novak looking beautiful. It wasn’t a 
very good sketch but it did succeed 
in plugging not only "Pal Joey” 
(a very good picture, by the way) 
but also Miss Novak’s "Jeanne En­ 
gels.” 
Picture 
plugging 
is, 
of 
course, a recognized function of 
shows of this nature but this one 
set some sort of record. Besides 
the two mentioned above, other pic­ 
tures whose names got bandied a- 
round included "The Pride and the 
Passion;” 
Hope's latest picture, 
"P aris Holiday,” 
shot in Paris 
with Fernandel; "Johnny Concho,” 


and perhaps a few I missed. Miss 
Lee also managed to toss in a plug 
for her album and Mr. Sinatra found 
time to plug his favorite restaurant. 


* * * 


The program ended properly, as 
it began, with a great show song, 
"Bewitched, Bothered and Bewil­ 
dered,” which Sinatra belted right 
out of the park, a bit of his theme 
song, "Put Your Dreams Away," 
and then he took that long, long 
Durante-kind of exit. It’s been done 
before but it still packs a wallop 
when the right guy does it. 
The general run of Sinatra shows 


will be half an hour instead of an 
hour which this one ran. He plans 
to run the gamut of show business 
in them—everything up to pole­ 
vaulting and maybe even a little of 
that.

PAPERS GOUGE TAXPAYER 
It isn’t amusing to see much of the 
p ress attack government officials 
for making poor use of public funds 
while it doesn’t hesitate to do like­ 
wise. And the same public officials 
who are taken for the editorial ride 
and given a poor press readily help 
the attacking newspaper reap rich 
profits at the expense of the tax­ 
payers. 
We doubt if very many people 
realize how much they are paying 
out of their pockets for those thou­ 
sands of lines which annually appear 
in the press at the request of various 
public officials. They are called 
“ legal” advertising. 
They include tax notices, budgets, 
auditor reports, election notices, 
ordinances, and many other legal 
statements that must be published as 
the law requires. Some must be pub­ 
lished three times. Others even four 
or five times. 
It is this kind of advertising that 
for years made little weeklies that 
were the sole papers in many coun­ 
ties a very lucrative business. The 
taxpayer was paying the freight. And 
no doubt you can find many papers 
today which have an income very 
well padded in the annual account by 
the receipts from these legals.This 
is especially true where there is only 
one paper in a county or where one 
paper is so l a r g e that politicians are 
afraid not to patronize it. 
The cost very often is twice as 
much as display advertising! Some 
times almost three times as much! 
Why does the merchant rate a better 
price than you, the taxpayer? 
There is much more composition 
in a legal ad than there is in the 
average display ad. And the price 
should be higher. But not approxi­ 
mately three times higher. 
To top that off there are papers 
which charge for lines not used. If 
they set a tax sale line the bill for 
the advertising space includes that 
line even if it is pulled before the 
legal is published, and even if the 
space is not used. Extra is charged 
v 
for cap letters. And there are some 
other cute little gimmicks to milk 
you, the taxpayer, for every dime 
possible. 
Most people don’t read these ads, 
or at the most give them a quick

3ut the law says they must be pub­ 
lished, and the politicians who must 
submit them to the paper usually are 
very anxious to scratch the pub­ 
lisher’ s back. They hope there will 
be reciprocity at election time. 
There usually is. 


Publishing such legals comes very 
much under the heading of that public 
service about which the press so 
readily boasts on newspaper week, 
and on a few in between. It probably 
cannot be expected to publish such 
troublesome and space-filling copy 
for nothing, but the least it can do 
is charge a fair price for the “ pub­ 
lic service” . 
This is especially true of the 
second and third time the legal ap­ 
pears. The composition cost already 
has been paid and the second and 
third runs are very lush indeed, 
ooooooooooooooooooooooo

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requiring no more than placing the 
type in the form. But the price very] 
often continues at the same rate per 
line every time the ad is run, which 
again triples the cost. 
Nice business, and out of your 
pocket, Mr. Taxpayer. 
We are not referring to personal 
legals, which are paid by the client 
and border on the “ reader” c la ssi­ 
fication. In this case the charge 
amounts to a penalty assessm ent be­ 
cause most papers feel that the news 
columns should be saved for news. 
Usually the heart of personal legals 
could be contained in a paragraph 
of news writing. So they pay a high 
price for the use of new columns 
for advertising purposes. 
Most papers go along with the 
legal rate because they realize they 
will be taking a financial licking if 
they don’t do as well as their com­ 
petitors. There is no advantage to 
a price cut if it accomplishes no 
[purpose. 


But alert officials could rectify 
[this situation very quickly if they 
[were to ask for bids. Unfortunately, 
I the same officials who will quibble 
[over a dollar spent for a worthwhile 
service readily pay out hundreds, 
land even thousands, for legals with­ 
o u t questioning the cost. 
Many cities have licked this one 
iby asking the papers to bid for 
[public printing. This places the low 
bidders on a contract basis for a

BOWMAN K IL L HEAVY 
The number of deer killed by ar­ 
rows in the recent archery season 
probably will total about one thou­ 
sand. This is away over any pre­ 
vious figure for such a special sea­ 
son. 
This is not due to increased 
proficiency with the bow. Though the 
archers 
may be shooting a bit 
straighter, thanks to the growing 
popularity of the sport, there are 
several other major reasons for 
the increased kill. 
The main reason is that for the 
first time the bowmen were allowed 
to kill either sex and any size. This 
in itself would increase the kill no 
matter what weapon were used. Not 
only was any deer legal, but many 
long shots which formerly were al­ 
lowed to run off into the brush when 
a set of antlers could not be seen, 
this year were made by the archers. 
Some of these paid off. 
The weather cooperated nicely, 
and the number of licensed hunters 
almost doubled. With twice as many 
hunting in enjoyable weather, for 
deer of either sex, the kill naturally 
jumped. In fact it would not sur­ 
prise us if the opening day’s kill 
topped any previous season total. 
And in case you forgot, in which 
case we don’t know what good it is 
for us to remind you, the law says 
your kill must be reported within 
five days after the end of any sea­ 
son. This means that deer killed 
by arrows must be reported within 
five days after the close of the 
“ special" season. Some probably 
believe they have until the end of 
the entire hunting season, which is 
not so, says the Game Commission.

KEEPIN G YOU HONEST 
Any attempt by you to get away 
with an illegal kill this season will 
be of interest to men with a badge, 
other than the game wardens. The 
fish wardens also are looking for 
you. This doubling up of the enforce­ 
ment staff should protect our feath­ 
ered and furred friends, and add to 
the fine total.

FARM AREAS NEXT 
Those game animals which are 
most apt to be found in open coun­ 
try, 
such as the cultivated farm 
areas, will be yours for the shoot­ 
ing after eight o’clock Saturday 
morning.

last Saturday will be November 23. 
Rabbits, pheasants, and quail be­ 
come fair game on this Saturday. 
All of these are expected to be a 
little more plentiful than last year. 
Because of the wet opener we have 
little to report on the supply of the 
forest game. Those with whom we 
have talked come back with little 
more than that old one about getting 
nothing but wet. We do not know of 
one turkey, despite the rain. 
This week the shooting conditions 
have been much better, but of course 
most hunters have been back at work. 
The majority of us enjoy little more 
than Saturdays for our outdoor sport. 
A few wet ones and the season is 
ruined.

MISSED $4 PED ESTRIAN 
We shouldn’t have applied our 
brakes so readily a few days ago. 
Down a steep bank and onto the road 
leaped a reddish grey animal who, 
startled by our sudden appearance, 


hesitated and then darted across the 
highway. We could have nailed him 
very neatly with a sudden burst of 
speed, but o u r immediate reaction as 
we saw movement on the bank was to 
apply the brakes, and when we saw 
what it was we still kept them ap­ 
plied. Reynard went his way to seek 
out a meal in the thickets. 
There were thirteen grey and 
seventy-six red foxes not so lucky 
in the county during September. They 
were caught, or shot, and the killers 
collected $4 each in bounties. The 
state also paid $5 each for three 
great horned owls. This amounted to 
$371 in bounties for the month. And 
no one collected a buck for a weasel.

And when no 
one shows up they walk into the road­ 
way and bottle things up. 
This is dangerous for everyone.

meal on November 25. 
There is something else a little 
dangerous about this. It has taught 
some bears to come to humans. It 
is better to have them afraid of us.

A hungry or bad-tempered 
bear who has learned that people are 
not dangerous may decide to tear a 
piece out of some innocent person’s 
hide.

And a roadside rest near 
the Elk county line has worked up a 
feed line through the amusement of 
tourists, who have been feeding the 


bears all summer. With these sum­ 
mer vacationers no longer around 
the bears are becoming aggressive 
and cars are being thumbed down 
with a dew claw.

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THE 1958 MODELS 
Starting this week, and continuing 
through the early part ofNovember, 
the new cars from which we must 
choose for the next twelve months 
will make their entrance on the show 
room floors of the nation. Buick, 
preceded by Edsel a few weeks ago, 
and Rambler, open the 1958 parade. 
The General Motor cars probably 
offer more change than most lines, 
though they continue to be basically 
the same. Most radical introduction 
is the air ride, which takes the place 
of springs. This is the ride which we 
thought would arrive a year ago, and 
so predicted. But the Detroit boys 
apparently 
d e c i d e d 
they could 
stretch it out twelve months and lose 
no sales. 
This is the kind of ride which has 
been found on trucks and busses. 
Used in a light car, if there are any 
light cars to be found, it should elim ­ 
inate much rock and sway. 
It also offers a means of escaping 
from deep mud or snow. The driver 
can raise the height of the car about 
five and a half inches. How much 
driving he can do at this higher 
point we do not know. But the choice 
is there at least for diggingor driv­ 
ing out purposes. 
As usual, m a n y of the new features 
are there only if you pay extra. 
Inasmuch as the prices already are 
away out of reach of an average 
family which seriously budgets its 
income, the added 
1958 features 
probably will be left off of many 
new cars at the request of the op­ 
pressed consumer. 
Buick has air-cooled aluminum 
brake drums on the front wheels 
of ail expensive models, and has 
added a Limited series in the p re s ­ 
tige market. It has a radiant heater 
under the seat in addition to the 
other. But this also is optional, as 
is the defroster. 
Chevrolet, hard-pressed by Ford 
last year, and probably topped by 
Ford on the production line by a 
very scant few thousand, is offer­ 
ing many of the General Momr 
features. It again is longer, lower, 
and costlier. 
It will have the air 
ride, if you want to pay extra. And 
we predict that it will give Ford a 
very rough time. 
Chevrolet lacks the drive change 
which some predicted were due from 
that direction. It supposedly is ex­ 
perimenting with a front wheel drive 
assembly. But this isn't the y e a r . . . 
if there ever is to be such a year. 
C hrysler products will offer little 
basic change. They picked their 
new lines last year and will stay 
with them, smoothing up as they do 
along, and in this second year no 
doubt will 
step up their quality 
control. They already had topped 
the field in riding and steering 
comfort. General Motors will do 
little more than fend off the grow­ 
ing competition in this direction 
,by its air ride. 
Watch for a battle between Ply­ 
mouth and Buick this year. Plymouth 
swamped the Buick last year and the 
GM make is out to end that trend. 
However, Plymouth, 
if smoothed 
up, may even stretch its climb into 
the direction of Chevrolet and Ford, 
though it will not reach their figures 
in 1958. 
T h e 
Chrysler 
smoothing 
up 
changes will include such things as 
windshields which wrap around at 
the top, so that traffic lights can 
be seen without bending, but tinted 
to 
keep out the sun glare. Anc 


there will be a fender m irro r con­ 
trolled from the driver’s seat, and 
a defroster on the rear window. 
All optional, no doubt. 
Ford will join General Motors in 
the “ ride” race and also will have 
air domes in place of springs on its 
Fairlane models if you want to pay 
the price. Its lines will be about the 
same, 
though smoothed up. Ford 
offered unusually fine lines last 
year and enjoyed much publicity 
from its hard-top convertible. Up 
will go the horsepower, with one 
300 hp engine , and there will be 
four-barrel carburetion. 
We have heard nothing from Stude- 
baker, though a peek at new models 
suggests lines that remind us of 
the “ swept wing” used by Dodge. 
However, 
this is not 
radical to 
Studebaker which has led most of 
the field when it comes to modern 
lines, and in improvements, such 
as the divided drive which perm its 
you to drive out of a slippery spot 
if you can get one wheel on firm 
ground. 
There will be no Nash or Hudson. 
The American Motor lines will be 
Rambler, Rebel, and Ambassador. 
These now can be seen at Em ory 
Mahan’s in North W arren. 
There also is no low priced Am­ 
erican car. At least there is no 
1958 low priced car. And by 1958 
we mean a car with 1958 advances. 
If you want to buy a standard c a r 
'that has little more on it than a 
!car did several years ago, you 
might find one under $2,500. 


o r 
1949 vintage in many ways. 
Maybe even 1942. They also are 
small, and therefore not as safe as 
the American two-ton jobs with 
which they will collide in life-taking 
accidents. 
But they do not burn up 35 cents 
a gallon gasoline, and they are easy 
to park. While America eats up its 
parking space with more cars, it 
also reduces the number of parking 
places by putting out longer and 
wider cars, which also are so low 
that the driver must r i s e in his seat, 
o r from it, to see where the wheels 
are. 
The new cars are typical of our 
national problem. They cost too 
much for white collar workers, 
pensioners, 
school 
teachers, anc 
even the average wage earner. But 
millions manage 
to have one by 
going into debt. If tight money as a 
means of controlling inflation puts 
millions out of work, the credit 
squeeze will pull out the rug. 
Meanwhile, the annual arrival of 
new models will brighten eyes and 
pound pulses, though not as much as 
in years of bigger change. And the 
sale of foreign m ites will boom.

You deserve 
being a little bored. 
One of the reasons we go to so 
much trouble to provide you with a 
complete television schedule is so 
that you as a viewer can be a little 
choosey. And if you are selective and 
don’t forget there are good books, 
magazines, newspapers, and hobbies 
in which you can participate, and do 
not lean on television for the com­ 
plete support of your entertainment 
and illumination, there is much to be 
found that is good, and there is a 
fair variety. 
Your demands will improve tele­ 
vision, but it was not designed to be 
the core of your life.
